course of the trial of the government’s 
case against emp loy ers and agents of 
the Florida East Coast Railway com­ 
p any for alleged violation of the stat­ 
ute p rohibiting “p eonage, slavery and 
enforced servitude.” 
The men under 
indictment are Francisco Sabbia, Ed­ 
ward J. Triay , David E. Harley and 
Frank A. Hugg. 
After a jury had been selected, Dep ­ 
uty Attorney General Glenn Usted out­ 
lined the p rosecution’s case, contend­ 
ing that the treatment accorded the 
workingmen sup p lied to the Florida 
East Coast comp any by the defendants 
was nothing short of slavery . 
The 
government would show, he declared, 
that in 1005 the men had been induced 
by alluring advertisements to ap p ly 
for emp loy ment in the South. Every ­ 
thing went well the attorney said, un­ 
til the men reached Jersey City , where 
they were p ut aboard a train, the 
doors being locked on them and armed 
guards set over them to p revent their 
escap e. 
Throughout the long journey 
they were given 
nothing but stale 
bread and bologna sausage, and when 
they reached the end of their long 
journey , many rebelled and refused to 
leave the train, but a hose was turned 
on them, and in this manner the en­ 
tire consignment ol human freight had 
been driven aboard a waiting steamer.

Reports from the big shipy ards of 
Scotland state that the marked decline 
in shipbuilding noted for a y ear past 
has abated and that orders for new 
ships hav e come to hand in such num­ 
bers as to portend a speedy rev iv al of 
the industry .

The Chine s e Hoe . 
The Chinese farmer stands second to 
none in nil the world. 
This is all the 
more remarkable since he lias really so 
few* implements with wilk h to work 
the marv els he produces. Ilis only im­ 
plements are the hoe, the plow and the 
harrow. 
Bey ond these the Chinese 
farmer nev er dreams of desiring any 
other. 
The first of these tools seems 
nev er to be out of his hands, for it is 
the one upon which he relies the most 
and is his most effectiv e implement. It 
really takes the place of the spade In 
England, though the latter is nev er put 
to such ex tensiv e and general uses as 
the hoe. 
The Chinaman can do any ­ 
thing with it but make it speak. A 
farmer well on in y ears can easily be 
recognized amidst a number of w'ork- 
ingmeu by the curv e his bauds hav e 
taken from holding the hoe in the 
many y ears of toil in his fields. With 
it, If he is a poor man and has no ox en 
to plow" the ground, he turns up the 
soil where he is going to plant his 
crops, and with it he deftly and with 
a turn of his wrist lev els out the sur 
face so that it is made ready for the 
seed.. With a broad bladed hoe he dips 
to the bottom of a stream or of a pond, 
draws lip the soft mud that has gath­ 
ered 
there aud, 
with a dex terous 
swing, flings the dripping hoeful on to 
his field nearby to increase its richness 
by this new deposit.—London King.
